2.1 The present application meets the requirements of 
PCT Article 33(1) because the subject matter of 
independent claim 1 is novel within the meaning of 
PCT Article 33 (2) . 

Dl does not disclose a continuous fiber bundle in 
the form of single-layer or multi-layer fiber 
strands or twisted yarns, and therefore also does 
not disclose a grid of these continuous fiber 
bundles .

ication meets the requirements of 



PCT Article 33(1) because the subject matter of 
independent claim 1 involves an inventive step 
within the meaning of PCT Article 33(3). 

Dl, which is considered to be the prior art 
closest to that of independent claim 1, discloses 
a temperature-resistant support for the sintering 
process as the heat treatment process for 
electronic components . 

The support consists of a ceramic frame in which 
long, continuous ceramic fibers that extend from 
the limbs and cross each other are stretched to 
form a net or a grid. 

The subject matter of independent claim 1 differs 
from that of Dl in that a single continuous fiber 
bundle is used for the grid of the support. 

The problem to be solved by the present invention 
can therefore be regarded as that of providing a 
support with different mesh widths which ensures 
that differently sized components to be hardened 
can be held on the support and ensures optimal 
flow of hardening oil or gas through the grid. 

Dl does not disclose anything that would point to 
the solution to this problem, and the claimed 
solution according to independent claim 1 is not
